No effort put forth in the garden will bring more pleasure and satisfaction than an established Asparagus 
bed, if this is thoroughly prepared according to the following directions. A bed 20 by 50 feet set with 
1,000 two-year-old roots will last for years and furnish an abundance: 

Directions. Select a good sandy loam, plow the ground as deep as possible, dig out 12 inches deep, put 
in a layer of 4 inches of good, strong stable manure, and press down; then fill in with good, rich, black loam 
to the top of the bed; sow on the top of the bed 100 lbs. of Kainit to. 1,000 square feet of bed; incorporate 
this thoroughly to depth of 3 inches. After leveling bed off even, stretch a line the length of bed 9 inches 
from the edge, and with a spade cut a furrow § inches deep, set a row of plants along the trench 9 inches 
apart, with the crowns of the roots 2 inches below the surface, then cover up, make even and plant other 
rews 9 inches apart.

Early Cabbage requires a rich, warm, loam soil, well drained; and 
the soil for the late Cabbage should be heavier and more retentive of 
moisture and not so rich as for early crops, as the heads are liable to 
burst. 


To have Cabbage real early, sow seed in hotbed in February, or 
still better, Winter over the crops in a cold frame.

Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches in greenhouses, or in sheds wherever the tem- 
perature of 50 degrees can be kept up during the Winter. The beds should be made from November to February, 
according to the time the Mushrooms are wanted, and it requires about 2 months for them to begin bearing. Secure 
fresh horse dung, free from straw and litter and mix an equal bulk of loam from an old pasture with it. Keep this 
under cover, taking care to turn it every day to prevent it from heating, until the pile is large enough to make a 
bed of the required size. Three or four feet wide, eight inches deep and any length desired are the proper pro- 
portions for a bed, but this may be varied. Prepare the mixture of loam and manure, making the bed in layers 
and pounding down each with the back of a spade. Leave this to heat through for a few days, and as soon as the 
heat subsides to 90 degrees make holes in the hed about a foot apart each way, into which put pieces of spawn 
2 or 3 inches in diameter ; fill up the holes with compost, and at the expiration of a week or 10 days the spawn 
will have thoroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spread layer of soil over the heap to the depth of 2 inches, 
and cover with 3 or 4 inches of hay, straw or litter.

From actual experiments conducted at various State Agri- 
cultural Colleges it has been determined that a mash feed con- 
taining 20 per cent animal protein feed produces the best 
results, provided that the required percentage of protein is 
present. To give a concrete example low protein beef scraps 
may be used to bring the mash feed up to the required 20 per 
cent, but while the volume will be present, the protein percentage 
will fall short of that required for a balanced ration. The 
three best known sources of supply from which animal protein 
is available are beef scrap, fish meal, and powdered buttermilk.

Watch Your Brooding 


First of all the chicks must have 
ample heat. If they are with hens 
just take care of the hen, seeing to it 
that she has dry, well-ventilated quar- 
ters, safe from predatory animals and 
Mother Nature will attend to the heat- 
ing apparatus.

Feeding Capons 


The question is often asked, ‘‘ How are capons 
to be fed?’’ The answer is easily giyen. After 
caponizing, give the bird all he will eat of soft 
feed, and Iet him have plenty of water. Capon- 
ized fowl begin to eat almost immediately after 
the operation is performed, and no one would 
think for a moment that a radical change had 
been made in their nature. 


Points for the Learner 


The first questicn asked by the learner is, 
“How Jong does it take to caponize a bird?” 
We would say; “‘ Make haste slowly.” The 
first operation may take from fifteen to twenty 
minutes, but take your time; go slowly, but 
act quickly; note every point, keeping your 
thoughts intently on the work. The first 
operation is your instructor; the second finds 
you master of the situation. After a little 
practice a bird can be caponized in two 
minutes with the Pilling Sets. 


Killing and Dressing Capons for 
Market 


The capon should be allowed to grow until 
at least one year old. By this time they are a 
beautiful bird, and will have attained an imposing 
size. Some keep them even longer than a year. 
While this is optional with the raiser, we would 
not adyocate killing them under one year old if 
they are being raised for market.
